24 Bnllsted men of the QPK-13 often complained to their officers 
about the long duty hours. Generally, 
that they were "living in heaven in comparleon to 
hardshlos." Furloughs were granted only to those Boldiers 
who demonstrated an exceptional Interest and ability In 
the performance of their duties or In the case of a f^ly 
emertsenov (death or serious Illness) . Sometime In 195p 
soldiers^of the 8th WOP Brigade deserted and successfully 
reached the Soviet Sector of Berlin, vrhereupon they asked a 
Polish-speaking person for dli'ectlons to the US Sector of 
Berlin. This person, Instead of giving them the desired 
directions, guided them to the Polish Consulate where they 
wepe apprehended. All foui' deserters were tried hy ^ ,
